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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban 
District  Council  of  Haltemprice 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  this,  my  third  joint  Annual 
Report  to  the  Council  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  and  the 
state  of  the  public  health  of  the  district  during  1954. 

Infant  Deaths  showed  a reduction  from  23  in  the  previous 
year  to  10  in  1954,  giving  an  Infant  Death  Rate  of  18.93 
against  a provisional  national  figure  of  25.5. 

Poliomyelitis. — Notifications  showed  a small  increase 
from  9 to  14  in  1954.  The  age  distribution  revealed  the 
highest  incidence  in  the  15  to  25  age  group.  1 non-paralytic 
case  was  notified.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Tuberculosis. — Notifications  increased  for  the  fourth 
year  in  succession  to  66  while  the  number  of  deaths  has 
remained  static  at  about  6.  The  prevalence  was  highest  in 
the  15  to  35  age  group.  It  is  anticipated  that  B.C.G. 
vaccination  of  school  leavers  will  commence  during  1955 
and  this  might  well  lead  to  a reduction  of  the  prevalence  in 
this  age  group  in  future  years. 

Cancer.- — Death  rate  has  risen  higher  from  2.1  to  2.49. 
The  greatest  increase  being  lung  cancer  which  rose  from 
11  deaths  in  1953  to  20  deaths  in  1954.  Of  these  20  deaths 
19  were  males.  The  cause  of  the  national  and  local  increase 
is  unknown  but  is  a continuing  challenge. 

Slum  Clearance. — The  Council  accepted  reports  on  3 
slum  clearance  areas,  all  in  Cottingham,  involving  a total 
of  29  houses.  A preliminary  survey  of  the  district  revealed 
some  218  sub-standard  houses  which  the  Council  hope  to 
consider  during  the  next  5 years.  The  occupants  comprise 
an  increasing  proportion  of  aged  persons,  indicating  a future 
need  in  the  rehousing  programme. 

Meat  Inspection  became  an  additional  responsibility  in 
July,  1954,  with  the  cessation  of  meat  rationing.  Five 
licensed  and  one  private  slaughter-houses  were  reopened, 
entailing  an  increased  amount  of  time  being  expended  on 
meat  inspection  both  during  the  daytime  and  on  2 to  3 
evenings  per  week.  Should  any  further  increase  occur  in 
the  amount  of  time  required  to  be  devoted  to  meat  in- 
spection, consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  additional  staff  to  safeguard  the  other  duties  of  the 
Department. 


I wish  to  thank  Madam  Chairman,  Members  of  the 
Council  and  fellow  Officers  for  their  assistance  and  co- 
operation at  all  times.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  staff 
of  the  Department,  and,  in  particular,  to  Mr.  F.  Rhodes 
for  his  excellent  work  during  the  year  and  to  Mr.  Hall  for 
the  painstaking  manner  in  which  the  additional  duties  of 
meat  inspection  have  been  performed.

SECTION  C 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  commenced  on 
the  linking  of  the  mains  supplies  in  West  End  Road  and 
Park  Lane,  Cottingham,  which  when  completed  will  serve 
additional  areas  in  Park  Lane  and  the  new  Hull  University 
hostels  in  that  district. 
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During  the  year  there  was  no  alteration  in  the  number 
of  properties  supplied  by  piped  mains  so  that,  as  in  1953, 
approximately  99%  of  the  houses  in  the  area  have  a piped 
supply. 

19  samples  taken  from  both  the  main  piped  supplies 
and  other  water  sources  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year. 

In  the  case  of  one  of  the  samples  taken  from  a piped 
main  the  result  was  unsatisfactory.  After  a thorough 
cleansing  of  the  tap  from  which  the  sample  was  taken  the 
next  sample  proved  quite  satisfactory.  In  one  other  case, 
that  of  a supply  from  a private  bore  which  proved  un- 
satisfactory, the  house  was  connected  to  the  mains  supply. 

WATER  EMPLOYEES 

Blood  serological  examinations  were  repeated  on  all 
persons  engaged  in  the  repair  or  maintenace  of  the  public 
water  supply.  24  such  examinations  all  proved  negative. 


SECTION  D 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Joint  Sewerage  Scheme  with  Kingston  upon  Hull 

The  outfall  sewer  is  now  complete.  The  sub-structure 
of  the  new  Pumping  Station  is  almost  complete,  with 
machinery  in  an  advanced  state  of  installation,  whilst  a 
contract  has  now  been  let  for  the  super-structure.  The 
Western  Trunk  Sewer  is  80%  complete  but  will  not  be 
generally  available  for  use  until  1956. 

Of  the  Haltemprice  Main  Drainage  Scheme,  the  First 
Lane  sewer  is  now  complete  and  the  temporary  pumping 
station  at  Hull  Road,  Hessle,  is  operating  and  has  enabled 
development  on  the  Manor  House  Estate  and  on  First  Lane, 
Hessle. 

A section  of  the  main  sewer  at  Cottingham  is  in  course 
of  completion  and  this  will  enable  some  restricted  develop- 
ment in  north-west  Cottingham  to  take  place. 
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Dunswell 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  sewerage  facilities  in 
Dunswell  has  now  received  Ministry  approval  and  a start 
will  be  made  in  1955. 

Flooding 

During  the  year,  flooding  on  the  Hessle  Foreshore 
occurred  on  two  occasions  and  the  advance  warning  system 
now  in  operation  proved  of  much  value.

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SECTION  G 

FOOD  INSPECTION 

(a)  General 

Every  effort  has  been  made  during  the  year  to  maintain 
the  supervision  of  premises  used  for  the  storage,  preparation 
and  sale  of  food,  although  with  the  advent  of  private 
slaughtering  in  July  a major  proportion  of  the  time  available 
had  to  be  spent  on  this  particular  branch  of  the  work. 

Regular  visits  have  continued  to  be  made  to  the  two 
wholesale  provision  merchants  in  our  area  and  these  visits, 
together  with  those  made  direct  to  the  shops  have  been 
responsible  for  the  surrender  and  condemnation  of  the 
following  foodstuffs  : —

(. b ) Slaughterhouses 

With  the  approach  of  the  derationing  of  meat  in  the 
middle  of  the  year,  a considerable  amount  of  work  was  put 
into  the  preparation  of  a scheme  for  public  slaughtering. 
Suitable  premises  had  been  found  but  the  scheme  had  to  be 
abandoned  because  a lease  of  the  buildings  required  could 
not  be  obtained. 

After  consultation  with  the  trade,  the  Council  decided 
that  sufficient  private  slaughterhouses  should  be  allowed  to 
re-open  to  provide  the  necessary  killing  facilities  for  the 
area. 

The  Authority  adopted  a minimum  standard  of  struc- 
tural requirements  for  the  buildings  which  were  to  open  and 
when  slaughtering  commenced  5 butchers  had  decided  to 
apply  for  licences.  In  addition,  No.  5 Hospital  Management 
Committee,  Hull  (B)  Group,  asked  that  meat  inspection 
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facilities  should  be  provided  for  their  slaughterhouse  at  the 
De  la  Pole  Hospital,  Willerby. 

Since  meat  inspection  at  the  slaughterhouses  was 
restarted  in  July,  647  visits  were  made  when  the  following

(c)  .Disposal  of  Condemned  Foods 

Tinned  goods  taken  from  the  wholesalers  and  the  shops 
are  broken  down  and  buried  under  the  supervision  of  an 
inspector  at  one  of  the  Council’s  controlled  tips. 

Meat  condemned  at  the  slaughterhouses  is  stained  and 
then  sold  to  approved  contractors  for  animal  feeding  stuffs 
and  fertilisers. 

(d)  Milk 

During  the  year,  3 farms  discontinued  milk  production 
and  1 farmer  stopped  the  production  of  milk  for  sale.  With 
these  changes  there  were  37  farms  producing  milk  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Sampling  of  these  sources  for  biological  purposes  was 
carried  out  regularly  and  71  samples  of  milk  were  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Hull,  for  examination. 

From  the  results  it  was  found  that  the  milk  from  one 
herd  was  affected  with  tuberculosis  and  from  two  others 
with  the  Brucella  Abortus  organism. 

In  the  case  of  the  herd  affected  with  tuberculosis,  a 
heat  treatment  order  was  placed  upon  the  supply  and  re- 
mained in  force  from  22nd  April  until  the  14th  June. 
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In  the  cases  of  the  herds  affected  with  Brucella  Abortus, 
Heat  Treatment  orders  were  also  placed  on  the  supplies  at 
once.  By  means  of  further  sampling  of  the  individual  cows 
in  each  herd  it  was  possible  to  remove  these  orders  at  an 
early  date  and  they  were,  in  fact,  in  force  for  9 and  10  days 
respectively. 

(e)  Bacteriological  Sampling 

The  sampling  of  various  types  of  food  and  the  sub- 
mission of  the  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  was 
continued  and  the  following  table  sets  out  the  results  for  the

No  organisms  of  the  salmonella  group  were  found  in  any 
of  the  unsatisfactory  samples.  These  samples  were  con- 
taminated by  the  presence  of  presumptive  or  faecal  coli 
organisms  or  by  staphylococci,  demonstrating  some  fault  in 
the  handling  technique  in  the  preparation,  storage  or  ex- 
posure for  sale  of  the  various  articles. 

The  milk  samples  classed  as  unsatisfactory  failed  to 
pass  the  statutory  tests. 

In  all  cases  where  unsatisfactory  samples  were  found 
special  visits  were  made  to  the  premises  concerned  in  order 
to  trace,  if  possible,  any  faulty  methods  and  to  resample 
the  offending  article. 

(/)  Food  Premises 

During  the  year,  1,592  visits  were  made  to  the  various 
premises  at  which  food  was  stored,  prepared  for  sale  or  sold. 
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In  addition  to  the  verbal  advice  given  at  the  time  of 
visits  it  was  thought  necessary  to  serve  35  written  notices 
upon  various  occupiers  of  food  premises.  These  notices

(6)  Temporary  Dwellings  and  Caravan  Sites 

The  Authority  have  no  licenced  caravan  sites.  There 
was  no  major  change  in  the  number  of  temporary  dwellings 
being  used.  Temporary  planning  approval  was  given  to 
three  new  caravans  and  the  temporary  approvals  given  in 
the  case  of  four  others,  was  renewed  for  a further  period.

Winter  spraying  of  those  areas  known  to  be  used  by  the 
hibernating  mosquitoes  was  again  carried  out  and  proved 
effective  when  judged  by  the  absence  of  complaints  from 
residents  during  the  summer  months. 

Increased  numbers  of  requests  for  advice  and  treatments 
in  connection  with  infestations  of  “ woodworm  ” were 
received  during  the  year. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Council  have  continued  the 
service  of  destroying  wasps’  nests  on  payment  of  five 
shillings  per  nest.  In  spite  of  a much  later  start  in  the 
breeding  season,  many  more  requests  were  received  during 
the  year  than  in  1953  and  a total  of  53  nests  were  dealt  with 
as  against  15  in  the  previous  year. 

(8)  Rodent  Control 

One  rodent  operative  was  employed  during  the  year  to 
deal  with  the  Council’s  own  properties  and  with  the  requests 
for  treatment  received  from  occupiers  of  private  houses  and 
business  premises. 

The  annual  sewer  survey  carried  out  at  the  request  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  was  not  needed 
in  this  area.  When  the  10%  test  baiting  was  done  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  the  “ takes  ” were  so  few  that  the 
Ministry  said  that  no  full  treatments  would  be  required.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  practically  the  whole  of 
the  difference  in  the  number  of  bodies  picked  up  in  1953  and 
1954,  namely,  146,  is  accounted  for  by  an  initial  treatment 
at  the  Harland  Way  refuse  tip  in  1953,  after  which  just  over 
100  bodies  were  found.  Since  that  time,  continuing  treat- 
ments have  been  carried  out  and  very  few  rats  have  been 
seen  or  found. 
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SECTION  I 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

For  the  purpose  of  collecting  household  refuse,  Haltem- 
price  is  divided  into  three  areas,  Cottingham,  Central  and 
Hessle,  each  being  a separate  unit  with  its  own  gang.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  the  strength  of  each  gang  was  4 men, 
but  owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  premises  in  Hessle 
and  Central,  additional  men  were  added  to  the  gangs 
operating  in  those  areas. 

In  April,  a large  capacity  diesel  vehicle  began  to 
operate  in  Hessle  area,  replacing  two  of  the  smaller  type 
vehicles  and  resulting  in  a more  efficient  collection.  Eventu- 
ally each  area  will  be  served  by  one  of  the  new  type  diesel 
vehicles. 

Controlled  tipping  at  two  tips  is  used  for  the  disposal  of 
household  refuse,  one  tip  being  situated  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  district  at  Harland  Way,  and  the  other  in  the  southern 
part  at  the  Humber  foreshore. 

Waste  paper  is  sorted  and  baled  at  the  tips  and  sold  to 
a waste  paper  contractor,  and  the  revenue  from  this  source 
steadily  increased  during  the  year. 

The  responsibility  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
house  refuse  rests  with  the  Engineer. 


SECTION  J 

LOCAL  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  DISINFECTION 

No  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  arrangements  for 
the  disinfection  of  bedding,  which  is  still  done  by  the  Hull 
Corporation  at  their  disinfection  station.  The  number  of 
rooms  disinfected  by  the  Inspectors  in  1954  was  14,  which 
compares  with  28  done  during  1953.

MISCELLANEOUS 

(a)  Verminous  Persons 

During  1954,  8 adults  and  14  children  came  to  the 
notice  of  the  Health  Department  as  being  verminous  persons. 
Four  adults  and  8 children  were  treated  at  a cleansing 
station,  the  remainder  being  disinfested  in  their  own  homes. 
Four  of  the  families  were  living  in  Council  properties. 

(b)  National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

Three  cases,  comprising  2 males  and  one  female,  were 
brought  to  notice,  but  in  each  case  voluntary  action  secured 
improved  living  conditions.  No  Statutory  action  was  taken. 

(c)  Mass  Miniature  Radiography 

During  the  year  the  annual  Mass  Radiography  Survey 
was  carried  out  on  school  teachers  and  school  leavers  in 
Haltemprice  with  the  following  results  : —
